Third Day, Afternoon Session, Friday, October 18, 1918.

After the singing of “He Leadeth Me,” Rev. C. P. Moore led 
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in prayer. The minutes of the last session were read and 
approved. 


Egualization:—The Committee on Equalization made its 
report, and it was adopted. 


Name Referred:—The name of E. L. Fitch was referred 
to the Committee on Conference Relations for the super- 
numerary relation. 


Minute Questions:—Minute questions 1 to 51 were called 
by the Bishop and answered by the Secretary. (See min- 
ute questions.) 


Introduction :—Dr. Francis, pastor of the Garden Grove 
Methodist Church and in Y. M. C. A. service, was introduced 
to the Conference and made an address. 


Admission :—Edward Elliot Wall having served the nec- 
essary time on trial and having been recommended by the 
committee, was called before the bar of the Conference, and 
having answered the disciplinary questions, was admitted 
into full connection, following an address by the Bishop. 


Boards and Committees:—The report of the Committee 
on Temperance and Social Service Reform was read and 
after amendment was adopted. The following boards made 
their reports and they were adopted: Sunday School Board, 
Epworth League Board, Joint Board of Finance, Board of 
Missions No. 2. 


Order of the Day :—The hour having arrived for the order 
of the day as set by the Conference, the three constitutional 
questions handed down from the General Conference, were 
voted upon with the following result: “Shall lay members 
be eligible to all conferences, boards and lay offices of the 
church, without regard to sex?” Members of the Confer- 
ence present and voting, 22. Members in favor of this 
change, 22. Members opposed to this change, none. “Shall 
the Apostles Creed, as it occurs in the discipline, chapter 
XXIII, section IV, par. 756, and elsewhere be so amended as 
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to substitute for the words ‘Holy Catholic Church’ the 
words ‘Christ’s Holy Church’,” Members present and vot- 
ing, 21. Members in favor of this change, 12. Members 
opposed to this change, 9. ‘Will the Annual Conference 
approved of the change in Article 23 of the Articles of Relig- 
ion proposed by the General Conference of 1914 and 1918, 
which change is as follows: Strike out the Article as it ap- 
pears in the discipline of 1914 and in previous disciplines, 
and in lieu thereof insert the following: ‘XXIII. Of the 
Duty of Christians to the Civil Authority,—It is the duty of 
all Christians, and especially of all Christian ministers, to 
observe and obey the laws of the governing or supreme au- 
thority of the country of which they are citizens or subjects, 
or in which they reside, and to use all laudable means to en- 
courage and enjoin obedience to the powers that be.’ ?” 
Members present and voting, 22. Members in favor of this 
change, 22. Members opposed to this change, none. 


Elder’s Orders:—The name of Grover C. Emmons, a 
member of the Pacific Conference, was reported by Bishop 
DuBose as transferred to the Los Angeles Conference. He 
being at this time in France as the traveling companion of 
Bishop Lambuth, the Conference elected him to Elder’s 
Orders, with the understanding that he was to be ordained 
by Bishop Lambuth. 


Adjournment :—After the Doxology and the benediction, 
the Conference adjourned. 


Fourth Day, Saturday, October 19, 1918. 


Opening—Conference convened at 9:00 a. m. with Bishop 
DuBose in the chair. The Conference joined in singing, 
* “Nearer My God to Thee,” and C. 8. Perry led in prayer. 
Minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


The Gavel:—The Bishop told the Conference the story 
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of the gavel used during the sessions of the Conference and 
thereby edified the Conference with a splendid, stirring ad- 
dress. 


Boards and Committees—The following Boards and Com- 
mittees reported and their reports were adopted: Church 
Extension, Education, Conference Claimants. The report 
of the Committee on Temperance and Social Reform resub- 
mitted to the committee for certain amendments was again 
presented and adopted. 


Introductions:—Rev. John Oliver, pastor of the First M. 
E. Church of Santa Ana was introduced to the Conference. 
Rev. W. R. Thornton, joint Field Agent for the Pacific and 
Los Angeles Conferences for the Centenary movement was 
introduced to the Conference and made an address on the 
work of that great cause. 


Boards and Committees:—The Commission on Finance 
and the War Work Commission made their reports and they 
were adopted. 


Expenses of the Treasurer—On motion of Dr. Selecman 
the traveling expenses of the Conference Treasurer were 
ordered paid out of the contingent fund. 


Additional Report—An additional and amended report of 
the Board of Missions was read and adopted. 


Resolutions of Respect:—On account of the lack of time 
and the urgency with which the Conference was compelled 
to adjourn, the Secretary was ordered to write resolutions 
of respect and insert the same in the Journal. 


Influenza:—The Bishop announced that the health au- 
thorities had ordered the adjournment of all public services | 
by noon. On account of this all Boards and Committees 
not reporting were ordered to send the same to the Editor 
of the Journal in time for publication. 


Offering for Superannuates:—An offering was made for 
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Brother Rice and Sister Youngman and Brother Whisnant 
was asked to take charge of the same. 


The Appointments:—The Bishop asked and the Confer- 
ence granted the privilege of completing the work of the 
cabinet and publishing the same in the Los Angeles daily 
papers Monday morning. . 


Adjournment :—After benediction by the Bishop the Con- 
ference adjourned sine die.

REPORT OF COMMISSION OF FINANCE. 


We, your Commission on Finance, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

We have received our assessment from the General Commission on 
Finance, which is $6290.00 for the General Claims. 

We ‘apportion this assessment to the two districts on the basis of 
40 per cent. to the Arizona District and 60 per cent. to the Los 
District, as formerly agreed by this Conference. 

We had the claims of all the local Conference Boards before us, 
and after thoroughly going into all their needss we have decided 
upen an assessment of $4,050.00 for the Conference fund, the regular 
ratio of apportionment between the two districts to apply. These 
claims include Conference Missions, Conference Claimants, Conference 
Expense and expense of the General Commission on Finance. We 
have furthered agreed that the amount raised for this fund shall be 
appropriated to these claims upon the following basis:

100.0000 per cent. 
We recommend that of all funds raised for general and conference 
interests the Conference Treasurer be directed to disburse 55 per cent. 
to the former and 45 per cent. to the latter. 


We ask that the sum of $300.00 for the support of the Secretary of 
the Centenary of the Pacific and Los Angeles Conferences be laid 
upon this Conference and that it be treated as a special to be appor- 
tioned between the two districts on the regular basis, the two Dis- 
trict Conferences to apportion same among the various charges. 

We request that all future financial reports of the pastors be 
verified by the Conference Treasurer, and that the request of 
the Conference Treasurer for an annual audit of his books 
be complied with. For this purpose we recommend that the Chairman 
of this Commission be authorized and directed to appoint an Auditing 
Committee, said Committee to report to him as soon as its work is 
complete. 

Lastly, we urge all the charges in the Conference to adopt the 
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duplex envelope system, the. one recognized success in church finances.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 


We rejoice to note a substantial growth in numbers in every de- 
partment of Sunday school work throughout the Church during the 
last quadrennium. There was a greater increase by 101,000 in 
number of pupils than in church membership—a gain in enrollment 
of 1309 each week. More than 285,000 Sunday school pupils were 
received into the Church. 


During 1917 the Missionary offering of the Sunday schools was 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars and during the quadrennium it 
fell but little short of a million dollars, a gain of nearly a quarter 
of a million for the quadrennium . 


The present Loan Fund capital resulted from Birthday offerings is 
$15,500, but in spite of the inspiring purpose for which this fund is 
used but few of the schools of this Conference report anything, and 
many do not make the birthday jar prominent in the school. 


“We are now making a serious effort to prepare an adequate litera- 
ture for use in training teachers and leaders in Sunday school, and 
there has been a large increase for the last three years in the 
number of students in teacher-training classes. 

While all our Sunday school literature is of superior quality we call 
especial attention to a new periodical: The School Standard Monthly, 
to take the place of the present Graded Magazine and the Workers’ 
Council. This periodical should be in the hands of every pastor, 
officer and teacher. 

For our own Conference: 180 were received into the Church from 
the Sunday school, our Children’s Day offering was larger than for 
some years, but there hag been too great a discrepancy between the 
amount reported in the Minutes and the amount put into the hands 
of the Conference Treasurer. 

Our Missionary offering from the Sunday schools is perhaps the 
largest this year in the history of the Conference; $1253, yet all but 
$242 was applied “on assessments” instead of as a Sunday school 
“special”. This matter ig made clear in the law on the subject, and 
we urge every pastor to make it a special when at all possible. 
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Over $1100 more has been raised for Sunday school supplies than 
the year before. 

We are pleased to know that provision continues to be made by the 
General Sunday school Board for Field Secretaries. Our Field 
Secretary has co-operated with pastors, Presiding Elders, superintend- 
ents, the Conference Board and other Sunday school leaders in various 
ways to give inspiration and instruction for better Sunday schools. 


In accordance with the new Standard of Efficiency, which requires a 
definite program for increasing the enrollment of the school, we pledge 
the Field Secretary the support of our Sunday school leaders in a 
campaign of extension. We therefore authorize our superintendents 
at every charge into which our Field Secretary goes to conduct such 
campaigns as the General or Conference Boards may outline for him, 
to lift an offering sufficient to at least pay the expenses of the Field 
Secretary while so engaged. 

We wish to thank the Editor of the Pacific Methodist Advocate 
for the page he has offered each week for the Sunday school, and we 
trust that itemg will be sent by each school for publication on our 
Sunday school page. 

We ask for the appointment of C. P. Moore as Field Secretary for 
the Los Angeles Conference, and Clarence H. Charlton as special 
Sunday school Field Agent.

We, as a Board, regard the collecting of this 
money as only one of the happy results that will follow the great 
campaign. 
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We urge, therefore, on the part of our Conference, earnest prayer- 
life, a study of world movements and the demands that will be upon 
the Church after the’ war. 

We further recommend that this Conference accept its allotment 
of $80,478.82 as a Centenary Offering. 

We recommend the Bible system of Tithing, in recognition of God's 
ownership and our stewardship, as the best and proper financial plan 
for us to adopt’ and follow. 

We are greatly indebted to Drs. O. E. Goddard, H. A. Boaz, C. D. 
Bulla, A. P. Parker, S. A. Neblett, and Mrs. M. L. Hargrove for the 
information and inspiration they have brought us on the Centenary

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 


Dear Brethren: We have occasion for profound gratitude in the 
marvelous progress of the Church Extension Board which was greater 
the past quadrennium than any in the history of the Church. 


The total income from all sources amounted to $2,335,144.10 
being an increase over the previous quadrennium of $563,919.24. 
This is a brilliant record for which the former Secretary deserves 
great credit and a record that would stagger a small man, but under 
the administration of the new Secretary, Dr. H. A. Boaz, we believe 
the record will be no less brilliant in the future than in the past. 

The assessment for the Board of Church Extension, made by the 
last General Conference for the Los Angeles Conference is a very 
slight increase over last year. The assessment for the year now 
closing was $1,110.00. It is now $1,195.00, being an increase of 
only $85.00. The Loan Fund capital of the General Board is now 
$1,166,326.44. While this appears a large sum, yet for a great, 
growing church like ours, it is insignificant. In order to meet the 
increasing demands, this sum must be greatly increased. And the 
General Conference has ordered that it be done by $1,140,000.00. 
As long as the Kingdom of God grows the needs of new churches 
will continue. Our people should be stirred to much diligence for 
the great movement. In order that our own Conference may more 
nearly meet its responsibilities, and in view of the proposition of 
the General Board of Church Extension, that of taking Liberty 
Bonds, and War Savings Stamps on debts, we recommend that every 
charge in debt to the Board make diligent efforts to relieve the 
charges of debt not only that the burden of debt may be removed and 
our Government be helped, but that the needs of unhoused churches 
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and preachers may be met. The Loan Fund capital of our own Con- 
ference is very small, but has been of help to some of our needy 
charges. 
We recommend that the present amount of $327.93 be increased to 
at least $500.00.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN LITERATURE. 


Brethren: We beg to submit for your consideration and action, 
the following report, to wit: 


First. The Publishing House interests; We call your attention 
with much satisfaction to the fact, that despite the difficulties incident 
to all publishing interests and business, consequent on the effects of 
the great, war now being waged, that our Publishing House has not 
only managed to maintain its former volume of business, but that 
there has actually been some increase in the amount of business done. 
This increase over the business of last year being $15,394.29. 


“Pleasing as this may be to us, we must realize that if this is to be 
continued we as preachers and people must rally to the support of our 
Publishers and give them our orders for books, periodicals and 
Sunday School supplies, especially must we be diligent in our efforts 
to increase the subscriptions to our Advocates and to the Quarterly 
Review and Epworth Era, as these periodicals are still issued at a 
loss. This deficit should be wiped out as soon as possible. 


Second. We are gratified to note the increase in the circulation 
and use of our own Sunday School literature, and the increased sales 
of the Graded Lessons to our Sunday Schools. 

We wish at this time to call your attention to a new Sunday School 
periodical, which is just now being brought out as a: successor to 
the Graded Magazine and Worker’s Council. It is to be known as 
The School Standard, and will be devoted to all the interests of the 
modern Sunday school, and to the emphasizing of the latest standards 
of efficiency. We recommend that this publication be placed in the 
hands of all our Sunday school officers and teachers. 

Third. We urge all our preachers and people to buy and read the 
great books of the day on Christian themes, that are for sale by our 
Publishing House. 


Fourth. We welcome as our own editor of our own Pacific Metho- 
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dist Advocate, Rev. W. H. Nelson, and call attention to the very 
splendid beginning he has made as editor and manager. We believe 
more fully than ever before that such a paper as the Pacific Methodist 
Advocate is an absolute necessity for the welfare and upbuilding of 
our Methodism on the Pacific Coast, and we recommend and urge all 
our preachers and people to give to the Pacific Methodist their most 
hearty and substantial support. 

We recommend that there be a special effort made upon the part of 
our preachers to increase the circulation of the Pacific Methodist 
Advocate in our Conference, and that we place the minimum number 
of “bona fide’ subscribers in the Los Angeles Conference at eight 
hundred, an increase of about six hundred new subscriptions. 

We also take pleasure in calling the attention of our preachers 
and people to the very valuable booklet “Is Jesus Coming Soon,” from 
the pen of our editor, W. H. Nelson, and published by: Smith & 
Lamar. It is safe, sane and timely, and should have a wide circula- 
tion and reading within the bounds of our Conference.

The great Arbomar Institute, which is jointly managed by the 
Methodist Episcopal and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
was attended by some 900 young people this last season, most of 
whom made a profound consecration of their lives to Christ. They 
attended classes and lectures and had delightful outings at Hunting- 
ton Beach. This annual festival and institute proves a mighty 
opportunity for christian education and spiritual uplift among the 
young people of our church. We heartily recommend that every 
pastor, local cabinet and district cabinet labor to send a delegation 
to Arbomar, Huntington Beach next summer.

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REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION. 





We have before us a comprehensive report, both from the General 
Secretary and the head of the Correspondence School, who make the 
following suggestions: 

To provide for the religious education of Methodist students in 
State institutions of learning. To this end the General Conference 
enacted a law requiring a committee to be appointed in each Confer- 
ence to be nominated by the Conference Board of Education, who 
shall provide and supervise this interest. Your Board nominated 
the following committee: C. C. Selecman, E. E. Wall and F. L. Glisson. 
The General Conference gives this Committee power to appoint 
in each state a Director of Religious Education. 

It is urged upon us by the General Board that we impress each 
undergraduate with the absolute necessity of taking his course 
through the Correspondence School. Arrangements are made by 
the Conference Board to take care of the fee where the student is 
unable to do so himself. 

Under the new scheme of Finance, two campaigns are arranged 
for the quadrennium, one for $10,000,000, as an endowment for our 
two universities and one for $13,000,000, as the educational part of 
the Centenary Drive. 

The amount of the total assessment on this Conference is divided 
between three causes. (1) General Board of Education, 5% per cent. 
or $346. Theological Students, 4% per cent. or $283. Negro Work, 
3% per cent. or $204, making a total of $833. We recommend that 
this be divided between the two districts on the usual basis of 60 per 
cent and 40 per cent., making $500 for the Los Angeles and $333, for 
the Arizona District. 

The Correspondence School calls our attention to the importance of 
making special effort to secure proper recruits for the Gospel Ministry. 

We call attention to the importance, the needs and the splendid 
accomplishments of our two great universities, viz: Southern Metho- 
dist University at Dallas, and Emory University at Atlanta, 
Georgia.

The submission of the Prohibition Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion by congress to the states, brings us face to face with the great 
final battle. We are gratified with the progress made on the adop- 
tion .of this amendment, already 14 states having adopted the same 
by large majorities. 

There is need for vigorous effort in California at the coming elec- 
tion that we may secure a legislature friendly to the adoption of 
this amendment. We should also do all in our power to secure the 
adoption of the Bone-dry Amendment to the Constitution of Cali- 
fornia. 

Our great church must take her place in the front rank of those 
who desire and labor for every social and civic reform. Especially 
is this true of those laws that govern the marriage relation, so that 
the fundamentals of good morals and happy home life may be 
preserved. 

We deplore the prevalence of sabbath desecration shown in un- 
necessary travel and other forms of business and recreation that 
make less strong-the moral and religious influence of the Sabbath. 
Let us make every effort to co-operate with all reform agencies that 
purify our home life and our social and civic conditions that we may 
be a nation that “fears the Lord”.

His wife and daughter Wilma will make their home in Hollywood, 
Cal. His son, Harold, has a good position at Bisbee, Arizona, in 
connection. with the mines. These with the many friends mourn the 
loss of this true man of God. 

Brother Youngman came to Cameron with his parents when fif- 
teen years of age, where he made his home until he entered the 
minitry. He was converted in his twentieth year and the next year 
was licensed to preach at Gallatin, Mo. 

He took his college course at Fayette, Mo. He joined the Missouri 
Conference at Fayette, Mo., 1890 and served as pastor the following 
charges in that conference, Parkville, Monro City, Perry and Ray- 
ville Circuits. 

Then was transferred to the Western Conference in the fall of 
1897 and Holton, Kansas City, three years, Arkansas City, one year, 
and Atkinson two years. Transferred to the Log Angeles Conference 
and was stationed at Long Beach, then at Carpenteria; from Carpen- 
teria he was sent to Pomona where he did three years of hard work 
building both the church and parsonage. He not only planned the 
work but did much of the work with his own hands. In 1909 he was 
transferred to the West Texas Conference where he served the follow- 
ing charges: Kyle, Luling and McKinley Ave., San Antonio. At this 
last. charge he laid plans for the erection of a splendid new church 
but ill health prevented his carrying the plans to completion. He 
returned to the Los Angeles Conference where he served Talbert, 
Bellevue and St Paul charges. St Paul was his last charge. He has 
been an honored supernumerary for the last two years. 


But while he did not have regular work he was busy in the missions 
and did quite a good deal of preaching and planned to do more this 
year if God opened the way. He was my Conference companion at 
the last session of our Conference which met at Santa Ana. He was 
happy in the Lord at that time. This was the last time I saw him 
until I was called to hold the funeral services at our church at 
Hollywood. 

Rev. C. R. Gray, our presiding elder, Dr. C. C, Selecman, 
pastor of Trinity, and Rev. C. M. Cagle, our pastor at Woodlawn, 
were present and took part in the service, paying tender tribute to 
our departed comrade. We buried the body in a beautiful cemetery 
near Tropico, only a short distance from the city of Los Angeles. 
The home life of brother Youngman was happy. He was married to 
Miss Minnie Ramsey, March 30th, 1890. Two children, a son and a 
daughter, came to cheer and brighten this union and now they are a 
great comfort to the bereaved mother. She and the daughter are 
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with the son at his home in Bisbee but will return to Hollywood bye and 
bye where they will make their home. 

Brother Youngman was of a happy, optimistic nature, loved God 
and was devoted to the furtherance of His Kingdom. 

He was at home with the young and the old of his congregation mak- 
ing friends in all circles in which he moved. He was a manly man 
possessed a big heart and was a most faithful friend. There were no 
shadows on his life. He lived in the open and was easy of approach. 
He has gone and personally I feel that one of the truest men I ever 
knew and one of my best friends is with our gracious Master where 
he will be forever at rest.

Pinson, General Secretary of the Board of Missions, also his 
wife, Mrs. W. W. Pinson; Dr. J. E. Squires, Sunday School 
Field Secretary; Rev. J. T. Thornton, Joint Secretary of 
Centenary. 


Question 17—was called. W. O. Waggener made his 
report and his character was passed. J.J. Woodson, supply, 
made his report. E. M. Burks was called, his character 
was passed, he made his report, and was elected to elder’s 
orders. Bro. Gray, Presiding Elder, and D. M. Barr, 
supply, reported for Duarte and Azusa. W. L. Whisnant 
was called, his characted passed, and he made his report.

Motion carried that the Presiding Elders make enough 
nominations to bring the Board of Missions up to eight 
members. 


Question 17—was called: C. C. Selecman, T. B. Lav- 
ender, R. P. Howell, G. T. Bond, G. C. Harris, A. T. O’Rear, 
were called, made their reports and their characters were 
passed. 


Introduction—The Bishop presented Dr. R. L. Russel, 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions, to the conference. The 
secretary. read a communication from the General Board of 
Missions, after which Dr. Russel addressed the conference 
on the general collection and conservation of Centenary 
funds. 


Question 17—was called. The name of J. W. Moore 
was called, he made his report, the committee of the fourth 
year made a satisfactory report, his character was passed, 
and he was elected to Elders Orders. 
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The preaching of the semi-centennial sermon by Bro. 
John W. Allen and the ordination of Bro. J. W. Moore was 
made the order of the day for Friday at 11:00 a. m.

The committee on the Peace Treaty and 
the League of Nations made their report, which was unani- 
mously adopted. 


The following paragraph in the report of the Com- 
mission of Finance to the last Annual Conference was re- 
scinded: “We recommend that of all funds or General and 
Conference interests the Conference Teller and Treasurer 
be directed to disburse 55 per cent to the former and 45 
per cent to the latter.”

After announcements and the singing of the Doxology, 
the conference adjourned with the benediction pronounced 
by W. H. Nelson. 


Third Day—Morning Session—Oct. 17, 1919 


Conference convened at 9:00 a. m. with Bishop Du Bose 
presiding. W. H. Nelson conducted the devotionals. The 
conference joined in singing No. 19, “Come Thou Fount of 
Every Blessing.” Dr. J. Wesley Mell, of the American 
Bible Society, led in prayer. Bro. Nelson read the fourth 
chapter of the Epistle of Paul to the church at Phillippi. 
The minutes of the previous session were read, corrected, 
and approved. 


' Board Substitutions—It was announced that L. J. Milli- 
kan had been elected as chairman of the Board of Missions 
in place of W. O. Waggoner, resigned; and R. P. Howell 
secretary of the Board of Missions in place of .F. L. Glisson, 
resigned. . 


R. P. Howell presented the case of Mrs. J. H. Griffin, 
widow of Bro. J. H. Griffin, who had been a member of this 
conference at the time of his death. The secretary was 
ordered to write the Board of Finance of the North Texas 
Conference in regard to her case. 


Question 17—was called and G. C. Rector reported and 
his character was passed. The name of EF. E. Wall was 
called, the committee having made a satisfactory report of 
his case; his character was passed, he made his report and 
was advanced into the fourth year. C. P. Moore, Sunday 
School Field Secretary, was called, his character passed, 
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and made his report, at the same time representing the 
Methodist Benevolent Association. 


Dr. J. W. Mell, of the American Bible Society, made a 
report of the work of his Society. 


Question 17—was called and the name of J. A. Wailes 
was called. His character was passed and he made his 
report. 

A motion prevailed that the Sunday School of the Los 
Angeles Conference take as their Centenary Special the 
District Superintendency of the Seoul District, Korea Mis- 
sion Conference. 


Dr. C. C. Selecman spoke in behalf of the Inter-Church 
World Movement. 


It was ordered that all business of the conference be 
adjourned to give the conference an opportunity to attend 
the reception of their majesties, King Albert and Queen 
Elizabeth, of Belgium. 


Order of the Day—The order of the day having arrived, 
Bro. John W. Allen, the only surviving member of the First 
Session of the Los Angeles Annual Conference, preached the 
Semi-Centenial sermon to the delight and edification of all. 


Ordination—At the close of the sermon, and after 
a personal word from Bishop Du Bose, Jason William Moore 
was presented to the Bishop, and in the presence of the 
Elders, was ordained an Elder. 


Conference adjourned with the benediction by the 
Bishop. is 


Fourth Day—Morning Session—Oct. 18, 1919 


Conference convened at 9:00 a. m. with Bishop Du Bose 
in the chair. Bro. E. E. Wall conducted the devotional 
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exercises. The conference sang hymn No. 544, “I Love to 
Tell the Story,” and Bro. Wall led in prayer. Mark 4:1-20 
was read as a scripture lesson. Minutes of the third day’s 
session read and approved. 


Order of the Day—It was ordered that the cause of 
the State Epworth League Conference be set for 11 o’clock, 
as the order of the day. 


Question 17—was resumed. <A. F. Stem was called, 
his character passed and he made his report. G. C. Emmons 
was called, he being absent on foreign duties, the secretary 
read a communication from him. His character passed. 
The Bishop announced that Bro. Emmons had been ordained 
since the session of the last Annual Conference. The name 
of Gross W. Alexander was called, his character passed and 
it was announced that he had united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.

Conference Entertainment—A motion prevailed that 
the Bishop appoint a permanent committee to devise ways 
and means for the entertainment of the Annual Conference 
in the future.

Board of Finance, 
Commission on Finance, Temperance Board, Sunday School 
Board, Board of Church Extension, American Bible Society, 
Committee on Evangelism, Board of Christian Literature, 
Board of Missions, two reports from the Epworth League 
Board, report on Conference Relations, committee on Equal- 
ization.

Constitutional Question—The question of the change 
of Article 23 in our Articles of Religion, handed down from 
the General Conference, was presented to the Annual Con- 
ference by the Bishop. There were 29 present and voting, 
29 voted in favor of the change. There were no negative 
votes.

Bishop Du Bose 
preached a sermon on “The Message of the Pulpit,” after 
which Douglas Graves Decherd and Enoch Marvin Burks 
were ordained Elders by Bishop Du Bose, the elders present 
assisting. 





Fifth Day—Evening Session—Oct. 19, 1919 


Sermon—At 7:30 p. m. C. M. Aker preached on “The 
Worth and Work of the Church.” The minutes of the last 
session were read and approved. 


A call was made for a meeting of the Board of Missions. 
The Bishop made a brief historical address. 


The committee on resolutions submitted their reports 
1 and 2, which were adopted. 
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Presentation—Bishop Du Bose called Rev. D. Scarbo- 
rough to the altar and presented him with a token of love 
and esteem from his brethren of the Arizona District. 


Adjournment—A motion prevailed that the conference 
adjourn, pending the reading of the minutes and the read- 
ing of the appointments. The minutes were read and 
approved. 


Question 36—‘“‘Where are the preachers stationed this 
vear ?”? was answered by the Bishop. After the singing of 
the Doxology, and the benediction by the Bishop, the Con- 
ference adjourned sine die.

COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


We, your Commission on Finance, beg to submit the following 
report: 

We have received our assessment from the General Commission 
on Finance, which is $6,290.00, for the general claims. 

We apportion this assessment to the two Districts on the basis 
of 40 per cent to the Arizona District, and 60 per cent to the Los 
Angeles District, as formerly agreed by this Conference. 

After considering the claims of the local Conference Boards 
presented to this Commission, we recommend an assessment of $4,- 
859.63 for the Conference Fund, the regular ratio of apportionment 
between the two Districts to apply. These claims are as follows: 

Conference Missions, Los Angeles Dist., $1600; Arizona $1,000. 

Conference Claimants—$1550. 

Conference Expense—$182. 

Superannuate Endowment Fund—$466.68. 

General Commission on Finance—$61. 

We recommend that the charges of the Conference adopt the 
Duplex Envelope system, so universally successful in our Church. 

The statistical report shows that 96 per cent of the assessments 
for the year have been paid in pursuance of the policy of this Com- 
mission as recommended at the last Annual Conference.

BOARD OF MISSIONS 


Your Board of Missions has referred to it, a report from the 
General Board of Missions, which has been duly considered, and from 
which we copy the following: 

“As far as figures can measure the sentiment of the church, 
there has been a most healthy growth in missionary interest. In 
1917 we had the greatest financial increase in our history, amounting 
from all sources to $258,972. The year 1918 surpassed this high 
record by a further increase of $193,465. Of this amount, $97,826 
was in contributions from the Woman’s work. Thus in two years, the 
annual income has grown $452,437.” 

Surprising as were the financial results of the centenary, they 
were swept aside by the mighty spiritual results, so evident on every 
hand. How triumphant the expression “Over the top” was trans- 
muted into the spiritual. With this unprecedented success, has 
come an opportunity hitherto unknown to the churches. This work 
being so plainly the doings of the wonder work of God, must be 
zealously and persistently prosecuted to a glorious consumation. 

The cultivation of stewardship, intercession and life service 
must be earnestly continued. And now let the church go upon her 
knees before God for a church-wide, a nation-wide, and a world-wide 
revival. 

God will make them able in the ce they will it. 

We would again quote from the report of the General Secretary: 

“Emphasis on the centenary must not be allowed to obscure the 
regular sources of income. These form the base line of our finances. 
We would urge, therefore, that this point be made clear and insisted 
upon without exception. It is well understood that ten per cent of 
the total amount paid on the centenary pledges, not including the 
regular income, is to be returned to each Annual Conference for the 
purpose of increasing pastor’s salaries, and a more adequate support 
of the Home Mission fields within its bounds.” 
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Your Board would urge the pastors and centenary treasurers to 
see that no effort be spared to collect in full, as they fall due, the 
centenary pledges. Let this Conference act upon the slogan, “No 
shrinkage, but an increase.” , 

We recommend that Rev. W. R. Thornton be appointed Conference 
Missionary Secretary. 

We would record our great pleasure for the presence of our 
General Missionary Secretary, Dr. W. W. Pinson, and Dr. R. L. 
Russel of the Home Department and Dr. R. H. Bennett of the Corres- 
pondence School. 

Presiding Elders have asked for an assessment of $2,600 for 
Conference Missions, which the Board approves and apportions this 
amount as follows:

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BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 


You will be gratified to hear that the past year has been one if 
unusual financial prosperity, the total income of our General Board 
from all sources having been, $864,326. 


The Loan Fund Capital of the General Board is now $1,195,627. 


It is expected that during the next five years at least two million 
dollars will be added to the above resources. One half of this in- 
erease will be added to the loan fund. 


The resources at the command of your Conference Board are 
meager. The annual assessment for this quadrennium is $1,195. 
We paid on this assessment last year, $789.50. Only half of this 
amount, $394.75 is all we have to administer from year to year. 
Our Conference Board Loan Fund amounts to $367.68. At present 
$199.76 is available for loans. Balance on hand, subject to donation, 
is $176.01, with an unpaid grant of $500 now due and payable out of 
funds accruing at this Conference. 


We note that only eleven Sunday Schools observed the birthday 
offerings last year. These schools contributed $114.77 to the Sunday 
School Loan Fund, which now amounts to $17,468.41. 


We call attention of any congregation contemplating the build- 
ing of a church to the Architectural Department of our General 
Board. No new church plan should be finally adopted by any build- 
ing committee without the approval of this department. 


We have heard with pleasure Dr. H. A. Boaz, of our General 
Board of Church Extension, and congratulate him and the church 
upon the good progress made the first years of his leadership.

CONFERENCE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 


No word is needed as to the immeasurable importance of the 
Church School. Without question it is the only department of the 
church around which the other agencies of the kingdom can be 
correlated. It is the heart of the church. It is the church, teaching, 
studying, learning, living, working. No wiser thing was done in the 
plans of the Centenary than to make a large place for the Sunday 
School in its program. If the plans of the General Commission for 
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the Sunday School are “put over,” the Centenary is sure of ultimate 
success. If we fail in aligning the Sunday School with these plans 
and purposes, then the Centenary will be fearfully crippled. 


So the first recommendations of the Board have to do with this 
all-important program of the church. 


We recommend (1) ‘That the pastors and presiding elders and 
all the officers and workers of the Sunday School within our con- 
ference make careful plans, backed up by earnest zeal, to carry into 
effect all the provisions of the General Sunday School Board in re- 
gard to (a) the Membership Campaign, (b) the Evangelistic Cam- 
paign, (c) the Teacher Training Classes, and, (d) the mission-schools 
' for all grades. 


In line with the expressed wish of the Conference in yesterday’s 
vote, we recommend that the Sunday Schools of the Los Angeles 
Conference take as their Centenary Special the Field Secretaryship 
of the Seoul District of the Korean Mission Conference, amounting 
to $1400 a year. 


We wish to call attention to the opportunity to often increase 
the Centenary pledge and missionary giving of the Sunday School. 
To that end, we urge every pastor and superintendent to make 
strenuous effort to provide a missionary program for the Sunday 
School not less than once a month. 


Let us again insist that among the many highly important 
things in this great work, is the need of teacher training. Spare 


no effort to make some provision for the training of teachers in 
your school. 


Through the wise direction and leadership of our Conference 
Sunday School Field Secretary, we hope to make provision for a 
larger number of Institutes, local and district, than in any former 
year. This Board is recommending to the Commission on Finance 
an assessment on the Conference of $150 to provide a small fund 
with which the Field Secretary may make provision for such institutes. 


The reports from the pastors show a decrease in numbers, but 
a large liberality in financial matters in the Sunday School. By 
every prayer and earnest effort let us give most diligent attention 
to the Sunday School work. 


We desire to recommend the work and person of our hard-working 
earnest, helpful Sunday School Field Secretary to the Conference. 
Dr. Moore has left no call unanswered and left no stone unturned 
to do the right thing for the Sunday Schools of the Conference, but 
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he can do nothing without the co-operation of our pastors and super- 
intendents.

EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD 
Report No. 1. 


We note a decrease in the chapters of the Epworth Leagues, in 
general and strongly urge that each pastor and every officer of the 
local chapters strive to build up the membership in the League during 
the year, and to devise means to place the society before the young 
people that it will interest them and get their co-operation, in carry- 
ing on the present society and organizing new ones; 

We further recommend, 


1st. That the officers of the Epworth League be prompt and 
careful in complying with the rules of the League so that all may be 
informed on time of dates, meeting places, changes in places and 
dates, etc. of the various meetings of the society. 

2nd. As upon the Epworth League the responsibility of the 
African Mission rests, we recommend that each chapter pay particu- 
lar attention to the fulfillment of this pledge, so that our missionaries 
in Africa may not be retarded for lack of funds, but rather have a 
surplus to do better things than we now anticipate. 

3rd. Realizing that the Epworth League is a good training 
ground for our young people, in leadership and service, we recom- 
mend that the pastor and officers be ever alert to develop these 
fundamental principles, for from our.Epworth Leagues we discover 
our future leaders of the church. 

4th. We further recommend that more stress be placed on the 
attendance of the mid-year conference of the League and urge each 
chapter to have a delegate in attendance. 

5th. This report would not be complete unless we made mention 
of the Epworth Era, the official organ of the society. Its usefulness 
is growing daily. We particularly recommend that each and every 
member have his name enrolled on the subscription list of this 
paper and that he read it carefully; he will certainly find it a source 
of good reading matter, splendid advice and uplifting and inspiring 
in each and every detail. 

6th. The Arbamar Institute, which is jointly managed by the 
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Methodist Episcopal and the Methodist Episcopal Church South, is 
respectfully presented to our members, and we recommend and urge 
that as many as can so arrange, attend these annual meetings of 
this Institute. 

We recommend that at the mid-year conference of the Epworth | 
League, the matter of paying for the Epworth League Department 
in the Pacific Methodist Advocate be taken up at that time and acted 
upon.

tional Association, which meets early in 1920. 

We call attention to the fact that it is required of undergrad- 
uates, to pass the course prescribed by the Correspondence School 
before they can be ordained. 

The committee for the religious education of Methodist stu- 
dents in state schools consists of C. C. Seleeman, E. E. Wall, and 
F. L. Glisson. 

We call attention to the fact that our two great universities, 
Southern Methodist at Dallas, Texas; and Emory at Atlanta, Ga., 
are fulfilling the highest expectations of the church.

This would indicate that the brethren have been loyal to our pub- 
lishing interests and we urge that we continue to do all we can to 
increase the sales and thus the income of this great interest. 


Again we are distressed to be compelled to call your attention 
to the fact that our very worthy and splendid periodicals, namely; 
The Christian Advocate, Methodist Review and Epworth Era, have 
been published at a loss, collectively, of $11,757.15. With ourselves, 
we are sure that you recognize the fact that this ought not to be 
so, and we urge that all be done that can be done to overcome this 
deficit, by the securing of a larger circulation of these periodicals. 


Especially do we urge all our preachers to dilligently strive to 
get all their short term subscriptions for the Christian Advocate 
extended into permanent yearly subscribers. 
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It is with great pleasure that we again call your attention to the 
splendid list of modern Sunday School periodicals and literature 
issued by our Publishing House, for the Sunday School Board, and 
urge the use of this literature in all our Church Schools. We are 
gratified to have offered for our use, the best and most up-to-date 
Sunday School Workers Magazine that is issued by any church in 
our country. This magazine is known as The Church School, and is 
edited and published conjointly by the Sunday School Board of 
our own church, and the Sunday School Boards of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church and the Congregational Church. The 
subscription price is $1.25 per year, single copy, or $1.00 per year, 
in clubs of five or more. We recommend that clubs of subscribers 
for this periodical be secured by our preachers in every church. 


Again we recommend to your support and sympathy our own 
conference organ, the Pacific Methodist Advocate. We rejoice in 
the increase of the number of subscribers during the year, of over 
100 per cent, and again urge that no effort be spared to secure all 
our people as subscribers to this paper. 


Brethren, Methodism owes much, from the days of the Wesleys 
until the present time, to the power and influence of religious books 
and papers, and we must continue to give our unfaltering attention 
and support to this great means of grace, and help in the forming 
of Christian ideals and religious character.

1. That we follow as far as we can the programs as to special 
revival compaigns which shall be designated by the Centenary Com- 
mission. 

2. That we do our utmost to reach the goal of enlisting three 
hundred families of the Los Angeles Conference in joining “The 
Family Altar League,” the quota for the Arizona District being 
one hundred, and the Los Angeles District quota being two hundred 
family altars. 

38. We request the Presiding Elders to distribute the District 
quota of family altars to the several pastoral charges of their Dis- 
tricts and urge the pastors to take up the matter with their several 
charges early in the conference year. 


4. We recommend that Brother A. F. Stem be continued as our 
Conference Evangelist for the ensuing year. 


5. We recommend that Rev. D. L. Coale be continued as one 
of our General Evangelists.

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TEMPERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


Your committee on Temperance and Social Service begs leave 
to submit the following report: 


The great fight against the liquor traffic has in a measure been 
won, first by voting it out of business; second, by the enactments 
of laws for its enforcement, notwithstanding any laws passed by the 
several states and our Congress for national prohibition, still we 
have work to do in the enforcement of these laws, for frequent 
violations are expected by those who are determined to satisfy 
their appetite and by those who wish to bring the dry laws into 
disrepute and even disgust; endeavoring to cause a revulsion of 
sentiment by their disregard of the law. 


It is therefore the plain duty of all good citizens to ses that 
these laws are well executed in every section of our country. 


The good results of the prohibition of the liquor traffic are 
apparent on every hand, and the promise of the early cranks and 
of the temperance fanatics, so called, is being made good through 
better moral conditions, better housing and comforts for our people. 


The good results of prohibition are too numeraous to be given in 
detail. More than two billion dollars, which formerly went for 
drink annually are now being diverted into legitimate channels of 
commerce, the effect of which is plainly visible. 


The bringing about of prohibition, both local and national, was 
made sure by the united efforts of the Christian people and now, 
instead of letting our influence lapse into “inocuous disquietude” 
we should make the same effort to do away with the divorce mills. 
The man who abuses his wife should feel the heavy hand of the 
law, till he is made to know that he must either be good in his. 
family or go to jail. If strict justice was dealt out to the derelict 
husband or wife, there would be fewer divorce cases in court. 


The churches should organize against improper pictures being 
displayed in the moving picture shows. Picture shows are here 
to stay. They should be made to do right and cease showing vulgar 
obscene and sacriligious pictures. We are glad to know that there 
is in course of preparation, pictures of Bible scenes that will soon 
be ready for the screen. 


We understand that the Catholic Church is spending three mil- 
lion dollars in preparing moving pictures showing the wonderful 
work done and being done by the Roman Catholics, both in the early 
settlement of America and taking the large part of the credit for 
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the successful results of the late war. This will be a great thing 
for that church, as they will doubtless show them up to their greatest 
advantage. 


They will probably omit the screening of the inquisition and 
Saint Bartholomew Day. 


We would suggest that this matter be brought to the attention 
of those in charge of the expenditure of our immense centenary 
fund. We doubt if there could be a better and more effective way of 
presenting the gospel of the Lord than by the use of pictures in 
connection with our other activities. 


We are glad to note that foreign countries are following our 
example and voting the prohibition of the liquor traffic. Norway 
only a few days ago voted two to one for a dry country. The fight 
is on in Scotland and is sure to spread to other nations just as soon 
as they wake to see the benefits that are brought to this great nation. 
May God speed the day when Christians all over the world will see 
that as Christ died for others, it is our duty to live or even die for 
others, and that Christianity does not end in our prayers or songs, 
but that we should do all in our power to make crooked things straight 
and rough things smooth for the coming of our Christ, the Lord.

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emphasizing the priceless worth and marvelous power of the Chris- 
tian Scriptures among all peoples of the world.

We recommend that this Annual Conference co-operate with the 
American Bible Society in this and in its general work.

BOARD OF FINANCE 


Your Conference Board of Finance, which is charged with the 
gracious privilege of caring for the interest of our honored Super- 
-annuated members, the widows and orphans of our brothers who 
have ceased from their labors on earth, submits the following: 

At the Annual meeting of the General Board of Finance held in 
St. Louis, Mo., May, 1920, the following facts were revealed: 

1. Increase in Endowment Fund $134,182 since September 1918, 
making the total amount in the Superannuate Endowment Fund on 
March 31, 1920, $582,262. 

2. Available for Distribution. The Board found it could dis- 
‘tribute $33,320 for the support of Claimants in 1920, which was an 
increase of $10,750 over the amount distributed for said purpose 
in 1919. 

The editor of our church organ, the Pacific Methodist Advocate, 
has given much space to articles on the Superannuate Endowment 
for which we are grateful, and request that this publicity propa- 
ganda be carried on that the church may be thoroughly prepared for 
the organized campaign for the Superannuate Endowment when it 
comes. It is important that our Conference, with all others in the 
Church, should take steps to provide a Conference Superannuate En- 
dowment Fund, but it should be done in a way that will articulate 
with the effort for the General Fund. 

Your Board would request that an assessment of $467 be placed 
on the Conference for the General Board, and the sum of $2,000 be 
assessed for our Conference Claimants; and that on the part of both 
pastors and laymen there be a more enthusiastic interest shown in 
this most worthy cause, which has been so long neglected. 

We would ask that the Conference express to Rev. J. B. Rice, a 
worthy Superannuate, of our Conference, its sincere appreciation for 
‘his generous request that whatever appropriation made to him be 
sent to Mrs. J. H. Griffin, the widow of one of our deceased pastors.

Your Commission on Finance submits the following: 

The assessment for the General Claims as rendered by the Gen- 
eral Commission on Finance is the same as last year, $6290. This is 
apportioned to the Districts as follows: Los Angeles District 60 per 
cent; Phoenix District 25 per cent; Safford District 15 per cent. 

After duly considering the assessments presented by the various 
Conference Boards, the following is recommended: 

For Conference Claimants, $2,000; for General Endowment Fund,

$300; General Commission on Finance, $61. The ratio of apportion- 
ment between the three Districts to be Los Angeles 60 per cent, 
Phoenix 25 per cent; Safford 15 per cent. That an assessment of 
$1450 for Conference Missions in the Los Angeles District to be 
raised by the charges of said District and used for the charges of 
said District as enumerated in the report of the Board of Missions. 
That an assessment of $1,000 for Conference Missions be assessed to 
the Arizona territory to be raised by the two Districts and used for 
the charges in said territory as apportioned by the Board of Missions. 

It is most earnestly recommended that all charges use the Duplex 
Envelope System, so universally successful wherever tried. The 
Treasurer’s report shows that 92 per cent of the assessments for the 
year has been paid.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 


We are delighted to report that our General Board has-had a 
year of achievement and progress, the total income for the year 
ending March 31st being $1,324,061.31, as against $864,826.85 for the 
year previous. 

The Loan Fund of the General Board has grown from $1,195,- 
627 to $1,501,697.09. 

We note that from the beginning the Los Angeles conference 
has contributed in Annual Collections to the General Board the sum 
of $17,714.63, to-the Loan Funds $9,742.70, and to Specials $2,507.67, 
making a total of $29,965. 

Our assessment for the year past was $1,195, and our Conference 
raised for distribution by the General Board $1,151.18. We have 
also to our credit a small loan fund of $350 which was intended as 
the Los Angeles Conference Memorial Loan Fund and which should 
be largely augmented and increased. 

We are very much grieved to be forced to chronicle the resig- 
nation of the Secretary, Dr. H. A. Boaz, but delighted that so efficient 
and active a man as Rev. S. H. C. Burgin, D.D. should have been 
selected by the Board to fill the vacancy thus necessitated. 

We are delighted also to report that a splendid service is being 
rendered in the building of modern and serviceable buildings by Dr. 
Baylor, who has charge of the architectural department of the Board. 
We exhort our preachers to take advantage wherever possible of this 
effective and efficient department. 

We desire to thank the General Board for its liberality in dealing 
with our work on the Coast and call the attention of that organization. 
of the church to the many necessities that now face us if we continue 
our work in this field. 
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We are further pleased to report that at an evening session of

: BOARD OF MISSIONS 


Your Board of Missions regrets that no report has been received 
from the General Board. That there has been a striking growth in 
Missionary interest is most apparent. The mighty sweep of spiritual 
results, so evident on every hand, following the Centenary Drive, 
increasingly calls for the deepest gratitude to our Heavenly Father. 
The church, throughout her borders has been stirred afresh with 
revival waves, in some of which there has been witnessed the display 
of the divine power in a remarkable way. The cultivation of stew- 
ardship, intercession and life service must be earnestly, devoutly and 
wisely continued. 

Again our attention is called to the general policy of the Gen- 
eral Board in this: “Emphasis on the Centenary must not be allowed 
to obscure the regular sources of income. This forming the base line 
of the finances. Let it be clearly understood that ten per cent of 
the total amount paid on the Centenary pledges, not including the 
regular income, is to be returned to each Annual Conference for 
the purpose of increasing pastors’ salaries and a more adequate 
support of the Home Mission Field within its bounds.” / 

Opportunities hitherto unknown to the church have come with 
this new day. With thanksgiving we recognize our new work recently 
opened in Belgium and other war stricken fields of Europe. 

As to the missionary work within our own Conference, both as 
to Southern California and the promising new state of Arizona, it is 
apparent that we are entering upon a new era. There is an air of 
hopefulness pervading the Conference, shown on the part of both 
preachers and laymen, who manifest a desire to go forward. 

It can not be doubted that the self denial and increasing de- 
votion to the cause of Christ and the extension of His kingdom will 
make an appeal to all lovers of the good and true. This new day 
calls for the energies and employment of all our resources, and a 
sane and settled policy to put our Methodism in the front rank of 
the most advanced and agressive Christian forces in this needy West. 
God has given us a standard not only in the high ideal, but more 
especially in the gospel of the cleansed heart, the blood-washed soul, 
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the “new creature in Christ Jesus”—and no confidence is to be placed 
in any proposed deliverance that Bees not come by the way of 
Calvary. 

The plan of our Bishop Du Bose in inaugurating a policy which 
looks to the conservation of our young life, represented by the young 
men and women of the church in the State University at Berkeley, 
Calif. and the University of Arizona, and strengthening our centers, 
meets with our heartiest approval. 

We plead for increasing vigilance on the part of pastors and lay- 
men in looking after our people who are coming here from the eastern 
states, and as they move from place to place out here. But ours is 
not a mission simply to southern people—our church knows neither 
political creed nor party. Our Methodism has the same right to claim 
the world for her parish as did her noble founder. With fields white 
unto harvest in the name of Jesus we advance. 

We hail with gladness of soul the larger sense of stewardship 
as manifest in the greater number of tithers which has had much 
to do with the increase in pastoral support and conference assessments 
paid in full. 

Your Board would urge the pastors and local church Centenary 
treasurers to see that no effort be spared to collect in full; as they 
fall due, the Centenary pledges. Let our conference act upon the 
slogan, “No shrinkage, but an increase.” 

We most heartily recommend that Rev. W. R. Thornton be ap- 
pointed Missionary secretary. Arthur Thomas is recommended for 
evangelist for Phoenix and Tucson Districts. We would record our 
pleasure in having with us Rev. J. J. Stowe, D.D., of Nashville, 
Tennessee, who has so ably represented the General Board of Mis-. 
sions, and Rev. W. R. Thornton, who has represented the cause of 
the Centenary. 

The Presiding Elders have requested an assessment of $2450 
for Conference Missions, which the Board approves and apportions 
as follows: Arizona District, $1,000; Los Angeles District, $1,450.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Whereas, the General Conference has in its wisdom authorized 
a church-wide movement for Christian Education, and 

Whereas, Christ stressed teaching as a vital part of the church 
work and we have learned to our sorrow, that Education without 
Christ produces chaos and war, and 

Whereas, our church needs more than 800 preachers to fill our 
pulpits, and missionaries, trained workers, and a trained laity is 
_ imperatively needed to meet the demands of this age, and the church 
is responsible before God for their training, 

Therefore Be It RESOLVED: 

1st. That this Conference put itself on record as heartily en- 
dorsing the Educational Campaign put on by the Christian Education 
Commission according -to the instructions of the General Conference, 
and will take all proper steps to co-operate with the Commission in 
arousing our people to the fundamental place of Christian Education 
in the Church and in enlisting them in the work, by prayer, faith 
and works, to the end that we may measure up to our duty before 
God and man. : 

2nd. That we appoint a Conference Christian Education Commis- 
sion to be composed of the following brethren: J. A. Wailes, R. P. 
Shuler, Joel Hedgpeth, C. M. Aker, E. V. Abernathy, F. L. Glisson, ° 
and Dean Stafford. 

3rd. That we assume as the quota for this Conference One 
Hundred and Fifty-three Thousand Dollars ($153,000.00), as follows: 
the sum of $103,000.00 to be divided between the Arizona and the 
Los Angeles District on the basis of 40 to 60 respectively, and of the 
above amount $75,000.00 shall be for an educational: institution at 
Berkeley and in addition to the above, $50,000.00 be apportioned to 
the Arizona District for the purpose of establishing an educational 
institution at Tucson, making a total of $91,000.00 for the Arizona 
Districts and $62,000.00 for the Los Angeles District, or a total of 
$153,000.00 from the whole Conference for education. 

4th. That we request the appointment of Rev. W. M. McClaren, 
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of the Pacific Conference, as joint Educational Secretary for the 
Pacific and Los Angeles Conferences, and that we pledge him our 
hearty and loyal support. 
5th. That we authorize the Conference Christian Education Com- 
mission, with the help of the Presiding Elders, to divide the afore- 
said $153,000.00 equitably among the churches of the Conference, and 
that we call upon our churches to do something worthy of a great 
cause and the church of which they are a part.

BOARD OF CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 


From the report sent us by Smith & Lamar, we-notice that so 
well has their business been managed it shows a net gain of 
$91,825.72 for the past fiscal year. Considering the unprecedented 
conditions of the past year, we can easily see that this is a splendid 
showing. Never in all the history of the printing business have con- 
ditions been so trying. Prices of print paper are higher than they 
have been for fifty years. Labor is higher than at any time in the 
history of the printing craft. These things, coupled with strikes and 
labor troubles of all kind, not only increase the expense of produc- 
tion, but have tied up railroads and crippled the transportation facil- 
ities of the Publishing House, especially has this been true of our 
graded Sunday School literature. In common with our Methodist 
Episcopal and Congregational brethren, we have this printed in New 
York, as it can be done more cheaply there than anywhere else. 
Within the last two or three years, however, there has been so much 
labor trouble that at times it was almost impossible to secure it at all. 
* We trust that this will be borne,in mind as to past delays and that 
in the future to insure prompt deliveries, we should order our liter- 
ature well ahead of time. Our people are urged to send their orders 
to Dallas, Texas, where all their wants will be supplied. We cannot 
conceive how our preachers and laymen can afford to do without 
the Nashville Advocate and the Methodist Review. We must do all 
in our power to increase the circulation of these excellent and 
indispensable periodicals. 

We are asking that the second Sunday in December be observed 
by all the churches in Los Angeles Conference as “Christian Liter- 
ature Day.” On that day let us put on a canvass to place the 
Pacific Methodist Advocate in every home. 

Our hard-working and untiring editor, Rev. W. H. Nelson, has 
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almost worn himself out going from house to house from Montana 
to Arizona, making personal appeals for Advocate subscribers. He 
has placed over 1600 new subscribers on the mailing list since taking 
charge of this paper. He has literally saved its life. He has also 
made it an editorial power, as it is widely quoted in all other 
Conference Organs. Let us on the second Sunday in December 
roll up such a subscription list as will make it possible for our 
editor to devote himself to work in his office. If we will but do 
our part and co-operate with him, we shall have a Conference Organ 
second to none. 

~Let us supply all our officials with the Nashville Christian Advo- 
cate and Methodist Review. Let our Sunday School literature and our 
books from our own Publishing House be in every church and every 
home, and thereby help our beloved superannuates.

EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD 


Your Board submits the following report: 

It is gratifying to know that during the past year, the Central 
Office has issued 750 charters to new or reorganized Epworth Leagues, 
having a membership of about 1200. We now have throughout the 
church 3478 chapters with a membership of nearly 120,000. These 
Leagues have raised $152,694, of which $54,102 has been for missions. 

This financial showing is good, and the number of chapters or- 
ganized is encouraging, but we are greatly concerned about the 
vast multitude of our young people who have not yet enlisted in 
service for the church. Only about 20 per cent are enrolled in the 
League throughout our connection, and as nearly as we can estimate, 
this percentage holds good in our Conference; for here we have 
525 Leaguers and they have raised $2664, or about $5 per member. 

When we have enlisted all our young people in service for Christ 
we will have solved the problem of the future church. Let us take 
as our goal 1000 Leaguers enrolled in the Los Angeles Conference 
next year. ; 

The Leaguers of our Conference have asked us to levy an 
assessment on the Conference of at least $300 and your Board recom- 
mends that this request be granted and used for League extension 
work. 

The Epworth Era now has a subscription list of 28,000. We 
recommend that our Leaguers take this young people’s paper and 
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take advantage of the valuable help and suggestions it gives. We 
also recommended that Miss Edna Link be added to the League Board.
